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Baiting Birds Is 
Still Illegal. 


TALLAHASSEE — Attracting | 
fresh water fish by baiting or lur- | 
ing is perfectly legitimate in Flor- 
ida waters, but don't try,the same 
for game birds or animals as the 
practice is illegal, according to A. 
D. Aldrich, director, Game and 
Fresh Water Fish Commission. 

“Under certain conditions at- 
tracting fish through baiting can 
make the difference between an 
ordinary day's outing and & succes- 
ful fishing trip. "Actually baiting 
fish is as old as the hills but it-is 
surprising how many fishermen 
are not familiar with the process. 
While many of the old baiting 
methods are still in use, the prac- 
tice has taken on a modern look 
with some of the new commercial | 
fish foods," Aldrich said. 

Attracting fish follows two gen- 
eral methods. The first of which is 
to provide suitable habitat to at- 
tract minnows and small fish 
which in turn attract larger fish. 
In bodies of water with limited 
plant growth, the construction of 
brush piles has proven, to be aa 
aid to attracting fish with direct 
berefits to the fishermen. 

The second system of attracting 
fish is by actual feeding. This 
vaiting-1s usually with, cotton i jeef, 
meal, soy bean mea], or with a 
commercial fish food. While this 
feeding rhethod attracts minnows 
“and small fish, the food value `of 
the bait.also attracts some of the 
larger'panfish and catfish. ` 

Fish do have a tendericy to con- 
gregate as a source of free food 
and many fishermen maintain \sev- 
eral baited hot-spots for the days, 
when the fish don’t bite. Caution 
should be used in distributing fish 
food so as not to place too much 
in one location, otherwise the food 
will sour before the fish have an 
opportunity to use it.

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Outlook Is Good ` 


For Season Hunting 


TALLAHASSEE — The outlook 
for a successful 1964-65 hunting 
season is good.-The status of Flor- 
ida's game birds and animals at 
mid-summer may be classified 
healthy and robust, however, na- 
ture hólds the key that will de- 
termine if.Florida wildlife passes 
& complete fall physical. 

According to A. D. Aldrich, di- 
rector, Game and Fresh Water 
Fish Commission, it is difficult to 
make àn accurate forecast at this 
time as much wildlife data remains 
to be gathered and many unfor- 
‘seen factors may slip into the 
game, With favorable weather and 
suitable habitat, wildlife will gen- 
erally replenish its own and the 
hunter may look for a good har- 
vest. 

Deer: More numerous than ever 
and apparently thriving through- 
«out the. State. Several areas report 
that deer are becoming a problem, 
and other previously ‘closed areas 
will be open to deer hunting for 
the first time. ° 
. Turkey: A good hatch in most 
sections and if the young pouits are 
not damaged by adverse weather, 
the wild turkey will ,again be a 
prime target for the sportsmen. 

Quail: Generally plentiful with 
successful early and .mid-summer 
hatches, Success of late hatches 
will probably make the' difference 
“between a high or average harvest.

Sleeping Sickness 
In Minus Quantity | 


JCKSONVILLE — The Stat» 
Board of Health said. today that 
neither in 1963 nor so far this year 
has there been any evidence of St. 
Louis encephalitis virus infection 
in man, animals or mosquitoes in 
four Tampa Bay counties which 
experienced @ Serious outbreak in 
1962. 

Dr. Jamies O- Bord, director of 
the Encephalitis Research Center 
in Tampa, said two positive blood 
tests on wild birds. suggested re- 
cent infection with this virus but 
that arart from this, the findings 
of many. éxaminations indicated 
that the four-county area—Hills- 
borough, Pinellas, Sárasota and 
Manatee—is free of the virus 
which caused some 200 cases in 
1962. Dr. Eugene G. Peek, presi- 
dent of the board, expressed great 
satisfaction with the evidence on 
the freedom: in this area from St. 
Louis virus. 

However, 


another mosquito- 
encephalitis, has been found'in the 
state. This infection makes its ap- 
pearance virtually every year caus- 
ing encephalitis in horses, a di- 
seasé commonly known as blind 
staggers. 

This Eastern Equine virus has 
been isolated this year from horses, 
mosquitoes.and birds. Fortunately, 
fhe mosquito transmitting it is 
‘rarely found except in natural 
swamplands. > 

Four suspected human cases — 
one each in Jefferson, Putman, 
Hillsborough and Polk counties— 
are now under study in laborator- 
fes of the board in Jacksonville. ` 

In preceding years, only seven 
human cases of this infecton have 
been identified iù Florida, all scat- 
tered widely in time and place. . 

Dr. Wilson T.’ Sowder, state 
health officer, said an official re- 
port will be made on completion 
of the laboratory tests on these 
cases.. © . + 

“The. seriousness of these rare 
human “infections is recognized”, 
Dr. -Sowder said. “All- persons liv- 
ing in rural areas, particularly 
near swampland, should protect 
themselves as adequately as pos- 
sible. Avoidance of , mosquito-in- 
fected wet, swampy areas and use 
of.mosquito repellant if working 
in such regions is highly recom- 
!mended.” i 3 a
